Key West, May 'll . — The Unilc<l 
States battleship Oregon ai rived here 
safe yesterday from Jupiter, and is 
now at anclior near the Sand Key 
Light. 

At lOrJU a. m. Capt. Clark and 
other oniecrs came asliorc and report- 
ed all well on board and the ship in 
gursl cundiliun. 

The Oregon left San Francisco on 
Mart'll :tU. arrived at Callao April I. 
left there April T and passed .Sandy 
Point on .\pril ll, arriving at Uio 
Janeiro on April .'10. The ship 
reached Bahia on May S and toiiclicil 
at Harbadoes on May is. At the 
latter place the warship was (piuraii- 
tiued, lint she was only detained one 
day. .She Jias been si\ty-nii;c days 
out from Sau Frau< iseu to Key 
West 

The Oregon arrived at Jupiter 
Light on May H and coiiimuuicalcd 
witli Washington. 

She picked up the cruiser Marit^ta 
and the dynamite cruiser Niclheroy 
lietwecii Kio Janeiro and Bahia, but 
parted company witli them after a 
few liiindicil miles. 

Capt. Clark said llic crew of tlie 
< iregon had suffered from heat in 
passing twice thrungb the tropics. 

"All the way along," he added, 
"we were wondering where the Span- 
iards were, and we never aseertaiued 
that fact until we renehed here." 

"lAo you know nowr" Capt. Clark 
was asked. 

"Well.” he replied,"! imagine 
we can make a very aeeiiratc guess.” 

The Oregon will remain here for 
orders.

THE DONS BELIEVE SANTIAGO IMPREGNABLE 



There is iniicli diseoiitonl aiiiung 
the oHieiais of the police deparlmeut 
over the failure of the stock ordiiir.nee 
to liciH'lit the city. This moruing 
tliu eiglit eases for allowing horses to 
run at large were tried and dismii-acd 
by .Imlgo Sainlers. The mayor was 
a witiivis iu it, too, aud said lie 
thought it was a sure shot, it was 
not ihougli. for the cominonwcalth 
coiihl mil estalilisli the fai l that the 
defendant permitte I his lioric tu run 
at large. The dismissal of the ease 
created -.u much diseonteut that the 
mayor at once said he would sec that 
the ordinance was rei caled. 

The court ciunot be blamed. Tlic 
ordinal. jakes it a > iolaliun of the 
law for any one to suffer his horse or 
cow to run at large inside the city. 
This is eun.strued tu mean that the 
city must show that he cither turned 
his animal out or cNe knew it was 
out an t made no effort to recover it. 
In all the eases before Judge .'sauders, 
the defemhints have sworn that they 
did nut lurii their liurse out, and did 
not mitliori/.c any one else to do it, 
and ilid not kuow it was out until iu 
formed of it. The court could do 
nothing cNc but dismiss the ease 
when the defendant swore posilivily 
that he had iiotliing tu do with his 
horse being out, nud the eummou- 
wcallli liutl no evidence to show that 
lie ilid. ' 

The mayor said toilay that he would 
at uiiee provide for impoiuiding ail 
stuck found tniiuiiig at large, and sec 
if that will nut cud the nuisance. 
Kvery Sunday uiimberless horses are 
turned out tu roam at will, and only 
last week the mayor himself saw a 
little child come near being killed by 
a horse that was louse. 

The police are displeased because 
they have been nimble lo make any 
of the cases in lyhieh they have sworn 
out warrants stick.
